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was just gonna say that Mr. Couch covered the item very
adeptly. So I'm ~-- I'm happy with the amendment.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion to the
motion on the floor?

MS. NAKATA: Mr. Chair?

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: I --

CHAIR CARROLL: Ms. Cochran?

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: I don't agree. I
don't even want these guys to get credits at all. I
just don't think it's proper with 201H. But -- so this
is my amendment.

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: No, it's not --

COUNCILMEMBER VICTORINO: Point of order,
Mr. Chair?

CHAIR CARROLL: Yes.

COUNCILMEMBER VICTORINO: Mr. Couch has made
an amendment to the amendment.

CHAIR CARROLL: Yes.

COUNCILMEMBER VICTORINO: And that's what
we're discussing right --

CHAIR CARROLL: That is what we are discussing
right now.

COUNCILMEMBER VICTORINO: Thank you.

CHATIR CARROLL: Okay. Any further discussion

to Mr. Couch's amendment to the amendment on the floor?
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MS. NAKATA: Mr. Chair?
CHAIR CARROLL: All in --

MS. NAKATA: Mr. Chair?

CHAIR CARROLL: -- favor, signify by --

COUNCILMEMBER BAISA: (Inaudible).

We seem to be doing
that a lot tonight. We're back to the main motion, as
amended. Any further discussion? Mr. Pontanilla?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Thank you. I'm
gonna support this motion only because to be consistent

what we did to the last 201H project, which was
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Kaiwahine. I don't believe in credits, but I need to
support this project because of what we started on that
last particular project.

CHAIR CARROLL: Yeah.

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: To be consistent.
Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Any further
discussion? All those in favor of the motion, signify
by saying "aye".

COUNCIL MEMBERS VOICED AYE.

CHAIR CARROLL: Opposed?

COUNCILMEMBER HOKAMA: No.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: No.

CHAIR CARROLL: One "no" -- two "noes".

COUNCILMEMBER VICTORINO: Two "noes".

CHAIR CARROLL: Motion passes; seven "ayes",
two "noes".

ACTION: ADD NEW SUBPARAGRAPH 1(e).
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CHAIR CARROLL: All right. Is that --

Ms. Cochran?

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Yes, 'cause -- Chair,
clarification. The -- my fourth one was incorporated in
yours.

CHAIR CARROLL: Pardon?

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: My fourth amendment --

CHAIR CARROLL: Yeah.

~COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: =-- you incorporated in
your --

CHAIR CARROLL: Yeah, I incorporated that --

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Yes.

CHAIR CARROLL: -- in there. So that --

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Right. Yeah. So I'm
-—- I'm done.

CHAIR CARROLL:

Oh, thank you. All right.

Mr. Pontanilla, I have your amendments right here.

COUNCILMEMBER

PONTANILLA: Thank you,

Chairman. One simple one is very hard.

My proposed modification is ~- is -- and we

heard from the Environmental Manage -- Environmental

Management Director -- this is in regards to the Lahaina

Wastewater Reclamation Facility -- if the Lahaina

Wastewater Reclamation Facility does not have the

capacity or cannot be expanded to service the Kahoma --
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Kahoma Residential Subdivision, West Maui Land Company,
Inc. shall pay a fair share contribution, as determined
by the County, to fund improvements at the Lahaina
Wastewater Reclamation Facility necessary to accommodate
the additional flow, and construct wastewater
transmission facilities leading to the Lahaina
Wastewater Reclamation Facility. The fair share
contribution shall be paid prior to the issuance of the
first building permit requiring a connection to the
Lahaina Wastewater Reclamation Facility for the Kahoma
Residential Subdivision.

This modification is consistent with the
condition imposed during approval of the Pulelehua
project. . It will assist in ensuring, if the Lahaina
Wastewater Reclamation Facility capacity does not exist
to serve the project at the time of construction, the
developer will pay a falr share contribution to fund
improvements.

I know this is affordable housing projects --
project, but we need to protect this County in regards
to when we reach capacities on some of our facilities,
because 1t costs us --

CHAIR CARROLL: We've had discussion --

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: (Inaudible).

CHAIR CARROLL: -- but we don't have a second
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on the floor yet.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Second.

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Hokama? Okay.

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Okay. Yeah, we --
we have a lot of discussion in regards to the Lahaina
Reclamation Facility. And, you know, the modification
is consistent with conditions that we imposed on
Pulelehua project that we recently approved. You know,
I -- I support affordable -- affordable housing in this
County, but we need to look at the County side, what it
costs the County should our facilities become at
capacity. So I'm -- I'm just trying to protect the
County in the sense that, you know, we don't -- the
burden is shared in regards to adding more capacity.

Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion to the
motion on the floor? Mr. White?

VICE—CHAIR WHITE: I'd like hear from the
applicant, whether he's had discussions with the
Wastewater Division.

CHAIR CARROLL: Could the applicant please
come down to the podium?

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: And whether -- whether
capacity =~ or whether he's been informed that the

capacity exists.
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MR. FRAMPTON: Rory Frampton, again. As I
recall at the last meeting, two weeks ago, the -- Mike
Miyamoto explained that there was significant available
capacity at the plant. So as long as we move forward,
we don't anticipate a problem.

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Okay. So --

MR. FRAMPTON: That -- that the -- we don't
anticipate a problem in terms of running up against a
plant capacity issue.

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Okay. So this is a -- this

is a -- I mean, because it's a very costly condition,

MR. FRAMPTON: It is very costly.

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: I can't support. But what
you're saying is that you think you'll be able to keep
ahead of it so that this condition won't --

MR. FRAMPTON: That's what we're saying.

If -- if we do run into this condition, it is gonna be
very costly. And -- but based on the representationé

that have been made to us, we feel that we won't run

into it. So --
VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Mr. Chair, my -- my concern
is that a lot of the -- the amendments to the

modifications that we've made so far are ones that are

not directly cost and -- you know, cost to the project.
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This is a direct cost exposure. And we have talked and
talked and talked about the importance of affordable
housing. We complain that no affordable housing is
getting built. And in this economy, there's no real
question as to why, because it's tough to do. And
having gone through this -- this process with Kaiwahine
and this project now, I'm concerned that we -- we see
this as somewhat of a target practice and we keep adding
costs to these projects, and then we wonder why they
don't get built.

So I understand and appreciate
Mr. Pontanilla's focus on protecting the County, but,
for myself, I would rather pay a little more to help the
young families that we're trying to help by providing
affordable housing. I can't see adding an additional
$8,700 to each lot, or at least exposing them to that
eventuality.

So I support Mr. Pontanilla's other
modification, but I can't support this one because I
think it's -- it's just adding to the cost.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Mr. Hokama?

COUNCILMEMBER HOKAMA: Chairman, thank you. I
am in support of Mr. Pontanilla's amendment. You know,
I, for one, am getting tired of paying a lot more than I

need to be. So why don't we call it what it is, then?
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If we're gonna support subsidized housing, let's call it
what it is and ask the General Fund to subsidize all the
things we exempting out, because we're gonna pay. Okay.
So let's call it what it is, then, subsidized housing.
We're not building affordable housing anymore; we're
building subsidized housing. And the General Fund and
the majority of us gonna have to make up the difference.
Okay. But there comes a point where I'm getting tired
of that difference, Chairman. And there's a lot of
other people who's getting tired of the difference, too.

Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Mr. Couch?

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Thank you. From what I
can read, see and -- and just absorb is the 201H process
is a subsidy for affordable housing. We are subsidizing
affordable housing. There is no gquestion that we're
subsidizing affordable housing, because we want
affordable housing. That's why we have this process.
If we don't wanna subsidize affordable housing, then we
vote "no" on the project; if we do wanna subsidize
affordable housing, then we vote "yes" on the project.
But this -- you're right, Mr. Hokama, this is definitely
a subsidy for affordable housing, in my opinion.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion to the

motion on the floor? Mr. Hokama?
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COUNCILMEMBER HOKAMA: Second -- Chairman,
second and last.

CHAIR CARROLL: I'm sorry?

COUNCILMEMBER HOKAMA: Second and last, you
know, by our rules, my opportunity to speak.

The reason -- the other reason why I'm willing
to support this amendment, Chairman, is, as we have gone
through amendments, I cannot project what is the
capacity 10 years from now. Neither could Mr. Miyamoto,
as the Deputy Director of the Department. Seven years
to do subdivision, three is to build the house, 10
years. There may be capacity. We don't know. There's
other projects that's gonna be competing for this
capacity, also, Chairman.

I think Mr. Pontanilla is taking a safe
precaution, because we have no idea what, potentially,
10 years is gonna look like down the road. If we follow
this project -- maximum deadlines we allowing of seven
years for subdivision approval and completion, and three
is for construction. There may be no capacity in 10
years 1if we don't expand. So I think this is a very
prudent precaution on our part.

Thank you, Chairman.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Any further

discussion to the motion on the floor? Mr. Pontanilla?
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COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: I -- I think
Mr. Hokama really hit the nail on the head because,
anything that we do over here, approved projects, we --
we need to take a look what's gonna happen in the next
10 years. We know there's a lot of projects that we've
approved. And once they become online, then the
capacity just disappears. We are lucky that some of
these projects haven't gone through.

So my —-- my thinking is that -- you know, I
had the same thing like my colleague, you know, toc the
right of me, when I was on the Planning Commission.
Every time we add a condition, we add costs. Some of
the costs that we add is only to provide financial
relief to the County of Maui. So we gotta look at both
sides.

Yeah, I'm for affordable housing. Again, you
know, I reiterate that, you know, we given developers
that come through 201H -- this is the second developer
that we gonna give credits to. We haven't done it to
any other developers in regards for 201H except for the
last two that we've had. So I'm trying to keep focus
that, here, we look at County facilities, here, we look
at afordable housing, how do we come to a medium
balance? And -- and -- and, you know, yeah, our

ratepayers, real property taxpayers, the General Fund,
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will subsidize, basically, this particular project.
When you look at it, it's subsidy, yeah. So I'm all for
affordable housing, but at what cost is the issue.
Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion?
Ms. Cochran, followed by Mr. Couch.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Couch -- Mr. Couch was
up.

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Couch, followed by
Ms. Cochran.

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Okay. You know, with
the discussion of credits and whatnot, I believe our
Workforce Housing, which this Council -- the ordinance

passed, this Council created and passed, allows for

credits. So I don't know what the -- the -- the concern
is with credits. It's -- that's the whole idea with
affordable -- the Workforce Housing Bill. So I'm just

-— I'm a little confused.

CHAIR CARRCLL: Mr. Pontanilla?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Thank you. You
know, I've gone through too many 201Gs and two many
201Hs. And we haven't had providing credits to =-- in
fact, we didn't have the Workforce Housing Policy at the
time. But I think what Mr. Giroux had told us in the

last one is that it's up to us to give it. It's up to
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us. 201H doesn't -- credits doesn't apply to 201Hs.
It's what we feel if we should give credits to people
that provide 100 percent affordable housing.

Sometimes we get confused, Workforce Housing,
201H. You know, there's two different entities. So we
-- we just adding the credits based on the workforce
housing.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Any further
discussion? Ms. Cochran =--

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Yeah. Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: -- followed by Ms. Baisa.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Thank you. And I'm
definitely in support of Mr. Pontanilla's proposal here.
And I, too, feel, you know, the frustration of
Mr. Hokama. And, you know, it's -- we've, again, passed
some 201Hs. Ms. Ridao has stated, five years later,
nothing. So giving these incentives and all these
extras, and, yet, it still hasn't produced. I —— I'm
just -- I've only been here for 11 months and I'm
frustrated. Mr. Hokama has been here for years. So I

just don't know how do we, you know, pull the plug or

bring the hammer down. And this is why these amendments
and -- and conditions and what-have-you are being
placed.

But, overall, I don't like how this process
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goes.

Thanks, Chair.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Ms. Baisa?

COUNCILMEMBER BAISA: Yes. Thank you very
much, Chair.

Normally, I would totally agree with Member
White, and not be in support of adding any kind of cost
to affordable housing. But when we're talking about a
possible 10 years here, and when we're talking about the
fact that the -- the Department Director, when he said
we had capacity, I can't recall if he said "now". And
if he said "now", that's kinda scary, because, you know,
we have things being approved, we are -- we have
approved some major things that might happen in Lahaiﬁa
and might eat up the capacity. And if it does, then
this could be very costly to the County.

And so I understand where Mr. Pontanilla is
coming from. He wants to make sure that we don't get
stuck with a big bill. And, of course, no one wants to
be stuck with a big bill. But I guess that's the cost
of doing business.

So it's difficult, but I will support
Mr. Pontanilla's amendment.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Any further

discussion to the motion on the floor? Mr. White?
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VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Just one last comment. I
agree with everyone's concerns about the availability of
wastewater [sic]. But, again, I think we need to look
back at how many projects have gone through this process
and still have not penciled out. 1It's all -- it's the
math.

And, you know, we sit here and make like it's
the -- the developer's fault that nothing's getting
built. I think we have to ask ourselves whether the
process that we put them through is potentially the
reason why things are not -- not going forward. Have we
added too much cost for it to be viable in the kind of
market that we're inv?

And, yes, Mr. Hokama's exactly right. This is
a subsidy because we're -- we're allowing them to avoid
a bunch of different costs that we don't allow others to
avoid. But let's face it, there's no such thing as
truly affordable housing in this County without subsidy.
So the degree to which we pile it on is the degree to
which those costs are gonna be passed on to oﬁr young
families, or maybe not so young families, as they're
applying for affordable housing. And I just think it's
-—- it's wrong to continue to pile costs on to the extent
that may threaten the project going down the -- down the

road.
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CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Any further
discussion?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Yeah. One --
one --

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Pontanilla?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: One last comment.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion to the
motion on the floor?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: My fourth.

UNIDENTIFIED SPEAKER: Fourth and final.

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: My fourth and final
comment. I just wanna say that when we did the Waikapu
Gardens project, we had the developer agreeing to set
the price of the particular affordable housing. I think
not less than 225 and not more than 275.

COUNCILMEMBER BAISA: Yeah, right.

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: For 200-plus homes.
And -- and he -- it took -- it took him, from time of
approval, probably three years to complete that
particular project. And, granted, prices were going up,
but he kept to 225 to 275. Yeah, some developers can do
that. And -- and if I recall, that's one developer
that, I think, hardly asks for any exemptions. So some
of the developers that create affordable housing can do

it without exemptions and some can't.
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Thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Couch?

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Fourth and final.

CHAIR CARROLL: It's like fifth.

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Just to remind the
Members that, since I was involved with the Wailkapu
Gardens project from the Ninth Floor, that was half
affordable/half market. So --

COUNCILMEMBER BAISA: Correct.

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: -- any additions in
costs got added to the market prices. This is 100
percent affordable. So they don't get to add the cost,
the extra cost to the market units. That's the big --
huge difference in this project.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you, Mr. Couch. Any

further discussion to the motion on the floor? Mr.

Matec?
COUNCILMEMBER MATEO: Mr. Chair, for my first
and only.
(Laughter.)
CHAIR CARROLL: The Chair appreciates "only".
COUNCILMEMBER MATEO: They woke me. No.
Mr. Chairman, just a real brief comment, yeah. First of

all, I'll be supporting Mr. Pontanilla's proposed

amendment. And, secondly, I'm still having a lot of
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trouble. Sitting here, we all use the word "affordable
housing”, and what we're talking about is upwards to
$685,000. Affordable? ©Not for me and nobody that I
know.

You know, I just wanted to share that because,
you know, we have, internally, a lot of issues we gonna
have to deal with. You know, one, for example, is our
own Affordable Housing Policy.

Secondly, if we're having difficulty with the
201H process, then there's a legislative session coming
up that we can, you know, try to see what we can do to
implement change, you know.

And for me, the best thing to do, this Council
should not even look at 201Hs coming from the State. It
should be done here. Deal with us. Deal with our
policy.

You know, like we're ready to make changes on
our policy, you know, to make it work. And I think
we've demonstrated our commitment to see that it does
work.

But T really have problems. Half a million
dollars, $685,000, and that's affordable? Uh-huh.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you, Mr. Mateo. Any
further discussion to the motion on the floor? Hearing

none, all in favor, please signify by saying "aye"

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Pontanilla, you have one

more -—-

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Yeah, I got one
more.

CHAIR CARROLL: -- modification?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Hopefully, this
takes like two or three minutes. Okay.

I move to add another modification. During
the -- and this is it: "During the construction phase,

West Mauil Land Company, Inc. or its agent shall ensure
that vehicles under their control with a gross vehicle
weight rating of 10,000 pounds or higher shall not
travel along Kalena Street or Lui Street."”

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Second.

CHAIR CARROLL: Seconded by Mr. White.
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Discussion, Mr. Pontanilla?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Thank you. This
modification is consistent with modification that we
imposed on the Kaiwahine Village project in Kihei. And
the restriction of heavy vehicles during the project
construction on -- on these two streets will assist in
greater public safety, reduce hazard and inconvenience
to existing residential community neighboring the
preocposed development.

And, Chairman, there are some exceptions to
school buses, delivery trucks, public safety, in regards
to some of the exceptions.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion?

Mr. White?

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Not having to do with
changing anything here, but I think this is the kind of .
thing that I think would be appropriate for Ms. Cochran
to take up in her committee. Whether we can -- you
know, whether we can impose this on an ongoing basis.
Because this is a smallef side street. And I think we
would want to bar --

CHAIR CARROLL: We have done this before.

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: Yeah. So she can take that

up maybe in her -- in her committee.
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COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Yeah.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion?

CHAIR CARROLL: Members, I have one other very
small motion. On Modification Number 3, you have that
for any units sold, and it says any units sold at market
rates, but the word was in there originally, but was

left out. 1It's supposed to read that "for any unit sold

So the Chair would -- since
this was handed out, I don't feel -- it's a
non-substantive change. I would like a motion to insert

"initially" between "sold" and "at" on Condition 3.

CHAIR CARROLL: All right, Members. Are there
any- further modifications? If not, I am going to get --
COUNCILMEMBER MATEO: Mr. Chairman?

VICE-CHAIR WHITE: No discussion.

CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion?
Hearing none, all those in favor of the motion, please
signify --

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Oh. Is this the
final?

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Yes.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Final --
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CHAIR CARROLL: I'm sorry. Is --

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Chair?

CHAIR CARROLL: I wasn't rushing anybody. I
didn't see a hand, though.

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Yeah. This is -- you
know, it's actually in my back yard pretty much, also,
this entire project. And amen to Mr. Mateo for his
comments and Mr. Hokama.

You know, it's just this process has been so
difficult. And after reading our past Planning
Commission minutes of all the work they went through to
designate what this is currently, for me to overturn it
and to just throw out all their work, I hate to see that

happen to all of us. We're going through the current

plan. And it's just, for me, not acceptable. So I want
to respect my -- my -- my past members. And, hopefully,
you know, this -- and I -~ I just don't think it's --

all around doesn't materialize what we're setting out to
do in the past. So thank you.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you, Ms. Cochran.
Mr. Couch?

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: Thank you, Mr. Chair.
And, you know, I -- I agree with Mr. Mateo and
Mr. Hokama and Ms. Cochran about the 201H process. It

might be good that we don't have another one come
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through here 'cause it's -- it's -- it's very difficult,
until the State gets their act together in helping us be
able to -- to work on this a little bit more. However,
that being said, we have had a process, that's what it's
here for, we've all talked about affordable housing,
getting affordable housing. Community Plan Amendments
happen all the time. Community Plans are done by prior
Councils. So, unfortunately, it's stuff that we're
gonna be working on, at the General Plan, probably will
be changed here and there. That's the way Community

Plan Amendments work.

So while it's kind of disturbing to -- to see
all that work maybe changed, it -- it happens. 1It's
just times change, things happen. So, unfortunately,
the -- this may be a casualty of that.

It's really hard. This is another one that,
you know, just like Kaiwahine, it's -- still I'm trying
to figure it all out. But I would implore you, let's
really -- or the Department, actually, let's really
consider whether or not we do any more 201Hs because
it's just -- it's -- it tears up the community, it tears
up the Council.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you. Mr. Hokama?

COUNCILMEMBER HOKAMA: Chairman, quickly. I

notice, when I don't explain my vote, 1t comes out in
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the paper that I don't give comment. So I'll give
comment.

My issue with this project -- and I think Mr.
Cockett brought up -- is location. And in the last
couple of months, you know, working hard with my fellow
colleagues, how we look at certain things, whether they
be agricultural land, open space, view plains, greens --
green corridors, whatever you call it, for me, you know,
I was -- I understood pretty clearly what the Lahaina
community expressed very vocally during this Kahoma
Stream project and its realignment. I also hear
tremendously what they tell those Lahaina citizens that
are participating with Kaanapali 2020 and their need to
have mauka/makai corridors. So you will see it in their
concept proposal, also.

I feel there's other sites we can take care of
the affordable housing needs.

Again, Mr. Maﬁeo brought up a point I
appreciated being reminded of, on the pricing of this
project.

And so at this time, Chairman, I appreciate
your hard work, I appreciate the Members' hard work in
trying to make this workable, but, for me, comes a point
where, do I need to lose my house to give somebody else

a house. Thank you, Chairman.
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CHAIR CARROLL: Any further discussion?
Ms. Baisa?

COUNCILMEMBER BAISA: Yes. I don't normally
comment at this point because I think it's water under
the dam, but I guess I'll add to the excitement. I have
now been through quite a few 201H processes. And I've
got to agree with my colleagues that it is a really bad
process. I don't think I've been to one that I felt
good about.

This squeezed timetable does not help at all.
It does not lend itself to us being able to really think
about it and talk about it and have the community
participate adequately. It's just too tight.

And although we keep going back to the
Legislature and asking them for more time, they --
currently, our appeals fall on deaf ears. Because as
long as I've been here, we've been going every year and
asking for more days, and they don't pay any attention
to us. So that's very frustrating. I'd prefer it went
away.

The other thing that I think we need to pay
attention to is, you know, there's been a lot of
reference to the Community Plan. And the Community
Plan -- and I'd like to thank Ms. Cochran for giving us

a copy of the West Maui Community Plan for reference --
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is in 1996. So we're essentially looking at a document
that was approved 15 years ago. And knowing how this

process goes, I'm sure 1t was in the process for quite a

while before we ever saw the approval.

You know, we're doing one with the General
Plan right now. And I hate to think how long it's gonna
take before we have a new approved West Maui Community
Plan. And that causes a lot of problems, because many
of the things are outdated when we finally get to use
it, to make decisions. So we gotta do something about
our planning process, also.

So, you know, based on all of this, I will be
supporting the motion to -- you know, to approve this,
with great reservations. But we've got to get
affordable housing going.

So thank you very much, Chair. I know your
job is not an easy one.

CHAIR CARROLL: Mr. Couch?

COUNCILMEMBER COUCH: We get two. This is my
final. Sorry.

You know, as we're going along this, remember
this is a 201H process. And I can do some math. And if
it ends up four and four, then we have to do the other
resolution. If that ends up four and four, then it

passes with no modifications. Just remember that,
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Members, when you vote. We don't want it to go with no
modifications.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you, Mr. Couch.

Ms. Cochran?

COUNCILMEMBER COCHRAN: Thank you. And my
last and final.

And, yeah, I thank Mr. Hokama for bringing up
the mauka to makai. And looking at the current plan,
that was what was in the vision. That was the intent of
this particular parcel. And they wanted it to flow down
to the parcel, Weinberg property. You know, since then,
Weinberg's (inaudible), you know, that's slated for

development now. And so now we've taken away this one

and only spot here that -- you know, of open space and
potential park. So I just, you know, really wanna
commend my -- my -- the past people who have thought

that out. Yeah, it's 15 years later. And, also, the
project below is gone. So where else can the people
turn, the children, and -- and everyone?

And it's quite strange and odd that when you
Google -- go to our County -- Maui County parcel map,
this thing in our own computer right now says Kelawea
Mauka III Park. I mean, why in the world is it still
there? And how was it ever named that, to begin with?

So, anyways, I again -- you know -- and, of
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course, I am not anti affordable, I'm not anti Habitat

for Humanity, or anything of that sort. I Jjust have a
really -- issue, as everyone stated here, about the
process.

So thank you, Chair, for this opportunity.

CHAIR CARROLL: Thank you, Ms. Cochran. Any
further discussion? Mr. Pontanilla?

COUNCILMEMBER PONTANILLA: Thank you. Maybe I
get four chances at this.

But, anyway, you know, like my colleagues, the
201G or 201H now is a very difficult process. It
becomes more difficult when the project is only
supported by the State. But this project has been
supported by, you know, our people here in Maui County.

You think this was easy. When we had a 201G
that was supported -- not supported, but recommended by
the State of Hawaii, we've had meetings after meetings
after meetings, Chamber would have been full, we've gone
to the area that this project was being considered. We
had, like Mr. Couch had said, both sides of the fence.
People that wanted affordable housing. And -- and,
passionately, they asked for affordable housing. On the
other side, they promised that these subdivisions --
proposed subdivisions were gonna be coming up. And --

and -- and they never happened.
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Well, the people of Lahaina missed out, you
know. Yeah, there were comments made by Members of our
Council that this is not the right time, this is not the
right location. But when is the right time? When is
the right location? We don't know.

And every time we look at a 201H -- now it's
201H -- we look at mostly Ag land. We taking away Ag
land. And what we discussed yesterday, what is
important? Keeping our Ag land viable. But how do we
provide affordable housing? Ag land is cheap.

So 201H, 201G, it's not an easy process. You
know, we —-- we get heartaches all the way around. You
know, I just share some of the frustration that I had,
you know, running meetings on 201Gs and 201H because
it -- it becomes so contentious that we separate
communities. We separate communities. And for us to
continue to approve projects, the normal process, and --
and the promise of affordable housing, you know, it's
almost like a forest, we don't see it unless we put
strict conditions that, you know, you lose your
entitlement after a certain period of time. You know,
wake up some of these developers. I know the economy
plays a big part in -- in -- in developing things, but
we gotta be true to ourselves, we gotta be true to the

people that we represent.
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You know, sometimes I feel for the guys that
come over here, asking for an affordable house. You
know, they come over here passionately, they talk about
wanting an affordable house. Do they see it? Some of
'em never did see -- never see it.

So, ycu know, for those previous projects that
we had approved, you know, hopefully, that the
Administration really take a look at what is owed to
this County so that, you know, we -- we don't have, you
know, things like no more homes, no -- no more -- don't
have any affordable housing here in Maui County.
Because, yeah, we approve a lot of projects, the numbers
are high, but we don't see the product. That's the sad
part. And if we take away entitlements, maybe wake up
some of those developers.
